Delivery of new radio equipment that 
will provide more versatility. to the 


' sheriff’s dept. is expected in December, 


according to Undersheriff Joe White, who 
was instrumental in gaining a grant 
which made purchase of the equipment 
possible. Whte said the grant for over 
$38,000 was obtained from the Michigan 
Office of: Criminal Justice and was 
originally applied for in April of 1978. the 
county’s share of the cost for the equip- 
ment amounts to just over $1900. 

When the equipment is operative it will 
allow the sheriff’s department to become 
amore centralized communication center, 
permitting contact with agencies such as 
the D.N.R., Road Commission and Camp 
Grayling, with whom has nothing but 


phone contact now. The new radio equip- . 
ment will replace the existing 10-year old 
system and will also automatically record 
all in-coming messages. 


In order to facilitate its installation, 
White said that some renovation will be 
required within the building which will 
include installation of a more compatible 
prisoner visiting area as well. Cost © 
estimates are being sought by the county 
on the jail changes as well as construction | 
of a prisoner exercise’ yard, which the 
county was directed to install as a result 
of a recent lawsuit by jail inmates. 

White also indicated that radio anten- 
nae equipment repairs had been com- 
pleted, also made possible through a 
grant amounting to $2150. 


Rash of Mishaps Occur : 
I-75 Converted to Ice Rink

Skates might have been a more ap- 
propriate mode of transportation last 
Thursday night when snow turned 1-75 
into a virtual ice rink in and around 
Grayling. And area wreckers got their fir- 
st endurance test of the winter. 

Motorists traveling in both directions 
south of town found the going rough and 
more than half a dozen vehicles slid off 
both sides the expressway resulting in 
minor injuries to four travelers. 

The rash of mishaps began to occur 
shortly after 5 p.m. when as many as four 
vehicles left the expressway and had to be 
pulled from ditches in a stretch of high- 
way near the Rest Stop in the northbound 
lane. The county ambulance was dispat- 
ched when two occupants in a turnover 
were injured, neither seriously. A fire 


‘department vehicle responded to the 


scene as a precautionary measure. 

Meanwhile in the southbound lane, 
three autos left the highway, one over- 
turning, resulting in minor injuries to its 
two elderly occupants. Both were trans- 
ported to Mercy Hospital by county am- 
bulance for treatment of injuries. 


Snow that iced county roads struck late 
Thursday afternoon and _ continued. 
throughout the night resulting in the 
county’s first measurable snow  ac- 
cumulation of up to eight inches in spots. 

Despite the snow, Friday morning 
found students heading out for school as 
usual as city & county residents began to 
dig out with the realization that ‘O01 Man 
Winter”’ had finally arrived on the scene 
to stay.

Galatians 5:7-12 


Paul begins by remin- 
ding us of the confusing 
problems which develop 
when people begin to follow 
false teachings. First, their 
Christian life is hindered 
by their failure to obey the 
truth of God’s Word. ‘Ye 
did run well; who did hin- 
der you that ye should not 
obey the truth?’ Verse 7. 
Every false teaching has a 
false teacher, “who did 
hinder you’? God is never 
the author of error. ‘This 
persuasion cometh not of 
him that calleth you.” Ver- 
se 8. Mixing a little error 
with truth is like mixing a 
little yeast in flour to make 
bread. ‘“‘A little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump.” 
“Verse 9. Error always ef- 
fects the quality and tex- 
ture of truth. 

Paul goes on to express 
his confidence in the 
Galatian believers and 
reminds them what their 
false teachers wifi someday 
be judged. ‘‘I have con- 
fidence in you through the 
Lord, thai ye will be none 
otherwise minded: but he 
that troubleth you shall 
bear ‘his judgment, 
whosoever he be.” Verse 
10. 

_ Paul concludes by ex- 
pressing the contrast bet- 
ween the persecution of 
true Bible teachers and the 
deserved punishment of 
false teachers. ‘‘And I

brethren, if I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet 
suffer persecution? then is 
the offence of the cross 
ceased.’’ False teachers 
hate the message of eternal 
salvation by the shed blood 
of Jesus Christ on the cross 
as man’s only hope for sin. 
Paul’s wish for the false 
teachers was extremely 
severe. ‘‘I would they were 
even cut off which trouble 
you.” Verse 11. 

If Paul were a pastor in 
Grayling today, he would 
certainly have problems 
wouldn’t he? He showed no 
ecumenical love towards 
false teachers in Christian 
circles. Instead of trying to 
find ways to co-operate 
with false teachers, Paul 
was trying to drive them 
out or shut them up. They 
in turn had him whipped 
and stoned in an effort to 
stop the truth of his mes- 
sage. : 

Should Christians still 
stand for truth and right?? 
False religions often do. 
What about Iran where a 
whole nation following 
false religion is trying to 
persecute a “Christian” 
nation, the United States 
of America? (adv.)

To Vote On 


Tax Changes 


Lansing-Legislation that 


would allow citizens an op- 
portunity to vote whether 
they perfer a cutback in 
property taxes and a hike 
in the state sales tax was 
introduced in the Michgian 
Senate according to State 
Senator Mitch Irwin (Sault 
Ste. Marie), cosponsor of 
the measure. 


The proposal would 


elmininate approximately 
$440 million in property 
taxes and the lost revenues 
would be made up through 
a one percent increase in 
the state sales tax. 


‘As we search for ways 


to halt the spiraling in- 


flationary increases. in 
property tax rates, we 
must consider viable op- 
tions,” said Irwin, ‘This 


proposal, while certainly no 
panacea, is a viable option, 
and I feel people should 
have a chance to vote on it 
in 1980. It is a straight 
forward tax shift plan, and 
I believe it will be viewed 
with favor by most home- 


owners.” 

The constitutional 
amendment in Senate Joint 
Resolution “I would 
require approval by both 
chambers in the Legis- 
lature and would then 


be placed before the voters. 
Other bills, also introduced 
in the Senate, would put 
the 
amendment into effect. The 
northern 
lawmaker 
Michigan’s sales tax is 
established at four percent 
by the 1963 constitution 
and therfore a constitu- 
tional 
creasing that tax to five 
percent would require a 
vote of the people.

proximately $160 to each 
qualifying household,” Ir- 
win explained today. ‘‘Fur-

would provide a $3000 
SEV homestead exemption 
for owner occupied housing 
with the state reimbursing 
local

tax credit.

The one percent increase 


in sales tax would be ear- 
marked for property tax 
relief by the constitutional 
amendment. A sales tax 
credit for low income per- 
sons, designed to offset the 
sales tax increase, would 
also be implemented. 


Irwin said the package is 


expected to receive bipar- 
tisan support and hope- 
fully will be approved in 
time to be placed on the 
ballot in the 1980 general 
election.

HOW DID THE term “The Fourth 
Estate’ become associated with 
newspapers...what does it really mean? J. 
R. Freeman, as editor of the Mountain 


». Top Eagle in Dallas, Pa., explained a 
“ while back: 


“Some readers are not aware that the 
fourth estate follows the first of three: the 
executive, the legislative, and the judicial 
branches of our government, which are to 
be watched over and critized by the four- 
th, the press. 

“In this fashion, the people's interest 
will be served without payment at the 
public’s expense. That is the way we in 
the press pay back the people for the First 
Amendment guarantee.”’ 

A GOOD MANAGER is not neces- 
sarily a good leader. That's the view of 
Richard Chait, who runs an educational 
management seminar at Harvard Univer- 
sity. Chait was quoted recently in an ar- 
ticle about the selection of college and 


‘university presidents (which in the past . 


year or so has been a popular pasttime in 
Michigan). Said Mr. Chait: 

“I’m worried we'll end up with more 
managers and fewer leaders (in the higher 
education establishment). 

“Managers can become tentative and 
timid. Sometimes you need someone with 
aspirations and visions who is willing to 
put all his fiscal responsibilities aside and 
go with the gut. 

“We may be getting a group of 
managers who are content to see the ship 
sink on an even keel.” 


THEN THERE'S the problem of un- 
derstanding political labels, which has 
always plagued me, both as a political

political observer.’’ Political labels—such 
as conservative and liberal, radical and 
reactionary, and others of similar 
stripe—can be very difficult to under- 
stand and often are misleading. George 
Will, syndicated columnist, delved into 
the problem recently, with about as sound 
a defense of the political label as I’ve run 
across: 

“Political labels, like everything else, 
come and go. But there always are 
various labels because they are useful, 
even necessary. 

“Politics is a varied business. If a 
politician’s behavior is not utterly cynical 
or mindless, it will have a pattern that is 
related, at least a bit, to his beliefs. 

“Political actions tend to cluster; so do 
political actors. Labels describe how par- 
ticular people generally cluster.” 


“REMEMBER THE 1979 World 
Series? In case it’s slipped your mind, 
Pittsburgh won in seven games. 
President Carter’s appearance in the Pit- 
tsburgh clubhouse after the final game (in 
front of the TV cameras, of course) 
created a mild stir at the time in some 
quarters. Detroit Free Press TV colum- 
nist Chris Stoehr contributed a remem- 
bered quote: 

“You can see where people might have 
a great deal of trouble relating to a man 
who wears a sweater to address the 
nation and a dress suit to a baseball 
game.” 


AND TO CLOSE with another Carter- 
related quote, we turn to former 
President Nixon, who was interviewed 
about Sen. Kennedy challenging Mr. Car- 
ter in the Democratic competition. Said 
Mr. Nixon:

an attempt to repeal a 22 
month old bottle law in 
Maine was defeated. In all 
three states the bottlers, 
container industry, and re- 
tailers joined to mount 
very expensive advertising 
campaigns against the 
bills. It seems likely that 
those same interests will 
make a concerted effort to 
repeal Michigan’s bottle 
law. 

During August a small 
crew of high school studen- 
ts (Cheryl Yoder, Jody 
Yoder, Linda Legg and 
Jenny Mudge) and I spent 
two weeks removing trash 
from the AuSable. We 
walked and floated from 
town to Townline Road 
which is a distance of ap- 
proximately 33 miles. The 
river was extremely clean. 

Two areas produced the 
most trash, from town to 
Burton and from Wakeley 
to Townline. The former 
area is very sandy, causing 
material accumulated over 
the years to be continually 
uncovered by the current. 
The latter is deep and dif- 
ficult to clean. It appeared 
that it had not been 
cleaned before. Of mos 
note, however, is the fact 
that of perhaps of 25 bags 
of bottles and cans 
removed, only 2 were filled 
with returnables. The great 
bulk of the litter was that 
which had been in the river 
for more than two years. 

The cleanliness of the 
river is a clear sign that 
Michigan’s bottle law has 
produced the desired ef- 
fect. A return to the 
abhorrent conditions of 
the past would be unthink- 
able. It is hoped that the 
citizens of Michigan will 
react as those in Maine if 
there is an attempt to re- 
peal our law. Industry pro- 
pagandists will use statis- 
tics to develop a distorted 
picture of the situation in 
Michigan, but a look at our 
improved environment is 
all that is needed to dis- 
credit their attacks.

Michigan's vineyards 
produced 4,200 tons of 
wine grapes in 1978 to rank 
sixth among winemaking 
states, according to the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture. Appetizer, 
dinner, sparkling and cook- 
ing wines are bottled at 
many of the 14 wineries 
now selling —_ products 
throughout the state and in 
half the nation.
